TALMADGE HELPED 
TOBACCO FARMERS 


Senator Tuten Ridicules 
Pittman Charges That 
Governor Refused ToAid 


TALMADGE TO SPEAK |! 
OVER RADIO TUESDAY 


Governor Eugene Talmadge will 
speak over a state-wide radio hook- 
up through Station WSB here at 7 
o'clock next ‘Tuesday night, it was 
announced Tuesday. The governor 
will discuss the major issues of bis 
campaign for re-election. 

The chief executive's radio ad- 
dress will be his only major speech 
in Fulton county during the cam- 


paign.

Senator Andrew J. Tuten, of Alma, 
prominent south Georgia lawyer and 
farmer, Tuesday issued a statement 
in which he ridiculed charges of Judze 
Claude C. Pittman tharc Governor £u- 
gene Talmadge failed to aid the to- 
bacco growers of south Georgia last 
year when tobacco was at a low price. 

Senator Tuten called attention to 
a telegram Governor Talmadge sent 
President Roosevelt urging that some- 
thing be done to stimulate prices. 

The statement, issued through Tal- 
madge headquarters, follows: 

“Of the many ridiculous statements 
made by Judge Pittman the one at 
Marietta Saturday charging the gov- 
\ernor with inaction for tobacco farm- 
ers ‘caps the stack.’ “Talmadge took 
the part of the great tobacco corpora- 
tions,’ said Pittman, ‘and when dele- 
gations came to Atlanta last year 
when the tobacco market opened at 
five cents per pound to enlist ‘the 


governor’s aid their pleas fell on deaf 
ears.’ 

“If Pittman had taken the time to 
check on the facts and look at bis 
own sponsor, The Atlanta Journal, 
dated August 9, 1933, he would have 
seen that that paper highly praised 
Talmadge for the demands ‘Talmadge 
made upon the president in behalf of 
the tobacco farmers. All the current 
papers reported the efforts made by 
the governor, and quoted the telegram 
he sent at the instance of the tobacco 
farmers. The people who called on 
the governor were E. D._ Livers, 
speaker of the house of representa- 
tives; Andrew J. ‘Tuten, senator from 
the 46th district; H. W. Webb, of 
Hahira; H. J. Quincey, of Douglas; 
E. L. Tanner, of Douglas; J. D. 
Mitchell, of Waycross; R. E. Miller, 
of Valdosta ; J. D. Jones and EF. 
Brewton, of Adel; L. L. Patton, of | 
Lakeland; Fred Cook and L. J. 
Knight, of Ray City. 

“The governor sent this telegram to 
President Roosevelt: ‘Tobacco in 
yeorgia this year is of better quality 
than we have had for several years. 
It is bringing to the tobacco grower 
an average of 13 cents gross. Tobacco 
products including cigars, cigarets, 
smoking tobacco, chewing tobacco and 
snuff are selling today at the same 
price as when this same quality of 
tobacco was bringing from 50 to 75 
cents per pound, I am advised that 
the manufacturers of cigarets have 
advanced the price two cents per pack- 
age, anticipating that United States 
department of agriculture will put on 
a process tax. Of course, you know 
the farmers of Georgia who have this 
tobacco are broke and completely help- 
less, There are only five tobacto 
manufacturers who buy practically 90 
per centum of the tobacco crop of the 
United States. These five manufac- 
turers, through the federal tax they 
have to pay, have an absolute monop- 
oly on the tobacco manufacturing 
business. They have made millions 
during the depression and egpend 
$20,000,000 per year advertising their 
products. 


“‘Their method of conducting the 
purchase of tobacco from the farm- 
ers is an absolute fraud. It is going 
to take some strong arm methods to 
make this monopoly do the right thing 
for the farmers of the coynmtry. You | 
went to bat 100 per cent on wages | 
manufacturers must pay their em- 
ployes. These farmers growing tobac- 
co, after all, are employes and wage 
earners and at the present prices the 
manufacturers are giving them only 30 
or 40 cents for 12 hours work in tne 
sun. This condition needs immediate 
attention. The farmers only partially 
cure their tobacco and to endeavor to 
hold it would cause it to deteriorate 
and decay in a very short while. If 
any profit is to be made on tobacco 
grown in Georgia this year it should 
average 20 cents per pound and over.’ 

“All the daily papers and many of 
the weeklies carried accounts of the 
governor's fight for decent prices for 
tobacco and he went so far as to con- 
demn the ‘absolute fraud’ practiced by 
the tobacco monopolies to secure this 
tobacco and showed at the time his 
interest in men who labor. He was 
the first to protest that a man who 
works 12 hours in the sun growing 
tobacco should receive only 40 cents 
per day and it is to his undying cred- 
it that he is not willing to guarantee 
that a negro rolling a wheelbarrow 
on highway work will receive as much 
of the people’s money as the tobacco 
farmers receive for 12 hours’ work in 
the hot sun. 

“The people will not forget and all 
the falsifying Pittman can do from 
now till Doom’s Day will not make 
them forget.”

AT DOUGLASVILLE 


80-Year-Old Pioneer In- 
troduces Candidate to 
Large Crowd. 


DOUGLASVILLE, Ga., Aug. 21. 
Continuing his campaign through this 
section, Judge Claude C. Pittman, of 
Cartersville, one of Governor Tal- 
madge’s two opponents for re-election 
today renewed his attacks on the 
Talmadge administration and prom- 
ised a ‘‘new and honest government 
for Georgia” if he is elected.

Georgia has an animal that is ut- 
terly unprotected by law but which, 
by rights of ancestry, if nothing else, 
is entitled to protective legislation. 
I refer to the alligator. The animals 
have been unmercifully hunted for 
their hides and have been slaughtered 


for the so-called sport they afford, 
although I frankly see no sport in lin- 
ing up the sights of a .30-.30 rifle on 
eyes gleaming in the light of a torch. 
Down in the lazy waters of south 
Georgia’s ee and bayous, large 
‘gators are still to be seen. They are 
by no means as plentiful as they once 
were, due to the practice of takin 
the young for sale to tourists. Still, 
despite this senseless reduction of 
their numbers, the ‘gators survive in 
Georgia, and it will probably be many 
a moon before they finally disap- 
pear, leaving us nothing but lusterless 
specimens in museums and packages 
of bleached bones in censabeh collec- 
tions in token of their once mighty 
race. 

It is one of the puzzles of geographie 
distribution that the nearest living 
relative to the American alligator is 
to be found in the Yangtse-kiang riv- 
er of China. Doubtless there is an 
explanation for this but the last time 
delved into the literature of the 
crocodilians no satifactory theory had 
been advanced. Things change with 
the passing of time, however, so there 
is always hope for a definite under- 
standable explanation. 

Other relatives of our well-known 
alligator are found in all parts of the 
world. There is the great marine 
crocodile, for instance, and the well 
known Nile crocodile, whose fondness 
for human flesh is said to be quite 
remarkable in some sections of its 
range. There are the Indian gavials, 
queer fellows, but none the less for- 
midable in their potential danger to 
aggressors, It seems to me that I have

e can expect to encounter rela- 
tives of this honorable alligator, then, 
anywhere we travel in warm coun- 
tries. As a matter of fact, there is 
an American crocodile, but it is such 
a rare thing that no one gives it much 
attention. There has never been any 
record of the American croc in Geor- 
gia, although an early traveler men- 
tions them in the Okefenokee. It 
is known to occur in south Florida.

Be Loaned to Farmers on Cotton 


Cents Per Pound 


WINDER, Ga., August 21.—Sen- 
ator Richard B. Russell Jr., an- 
nounced here today that he had com- 
municated with the president urging 
that a plan be formulated immediately 
for the government to advance 15 
cents per pound to the farmers on 
cotton produced under the terms of 
the Bankhead act this year. 

“In my judgment it is highly im- 
portant that the government announce 
immediately a program of financial 
advances to the farmers on this year's 
cotton, in order to peg the price. 
hope that the loan will be at a rate 
of not less than 15 cents per pound. 
Some five weeks ago I took this mat- 
ter up with Secretary Wallace, the 
RFC, and the farm credit adminis- 
trationo, and urged them to arrange 
a program of loans at not less than 
15 cents per pound to the farmers on 
cotton, and I have also communicated 
with the president to the same effect 
since his return. Such a system of 
loans will maintain the gains which 
have been made in the recovery pro- 
|gram, and will put some money in 
‘the pockets of the farmers this fall. 

Fears Strike Effect. 

“I fear that the threatened strike 
in the textile industry, together with 
a temporary lull in cotton consump- 
tion and in cotton exports, will react 
adversely on the market unless the 
government takes immediate steps.

New Pneumonia Serum, 
Soon To Be Tried on Men 


PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 21.—(4) 
A vaccine to prevent pneumonia will 
undergo its final test—human inoc- 
ulation—during the next three 
months. 

It will take that long for the se- 
ries of experiments Dr. John A, 
Kolmer, Temple University profes- 
sor, who claims its discovery along 
with a vaccine preventative for in- 
fantile paralysis, is planning to 
demonstrate its effectiveness.

SAFEGUARDING COTTON. 


Decision of the government to 
announce a cotton loan of 12 cents 
a pound is a logical step to safe- 
guard the interests of the southern 
farmer, and one which will entail 
no more danger of loss to the fed- 
eral treasury than was the case 
with last year’s loan at 10 cents a 
pound. 

In view of the short crop this 
year, assuring a material reduction 
in the surplus responsible for forc- 
ing the price down to a point be- 
low 6 cents a pound, cotton is prac- 
tically certain to sell during the next 
12 months for prices as high, or 
probably higher, than those now 
existing. 

Such bearish factors as the threat- 
ened textile strike may force prices 
down temporarily, but they will cer- 
tainly react. The danger is that 
during this possible sag in prices 
the farmers may have to dispose of 
their crop in order to meet their 
debts. A government loan based on 
present prices would enable them 
to hold their cotton until prices 
went back up again. 

If prices are below 12 cents a 
pound when the loan comes due, 
then the government will have to 
pay the difference—but there is 
little danger of that. If, as is more 
probable, the price is above 12 
cents, the farmer will sell his cot- 
ton, repay his loan and pocket the 
difference. 

In the event the textile strike or 
other bearish factors develop, the 
government loan will automatically 
stiffen prices, the loan thus having 
‘the double effect of guaranteeing 
‘the farmer a profitable return and 
acting as assurance against price 
sags. 

At 12 cents a pound, Georgia’s 
900,000-bale cotton crop this year 
will bring stability not only to the 
\farmers of the state but to every 
‘element of its economic structure. 
| The watermelon, peach and to- 
‘bacco crops have all brought hand- 
some profits to the producers and 
it is certain that the peanut and 
/corn crops will bring fine prices. 
|With the revenue from_ cotton 
added to these profits the farmers 
of Georgia will be in the best condi- 
‘tion financially they have been for 
/many years.

Weeping willows and stately 
cypress trees along tranquil pathways 
lined with benches of marble fitted 
with gold plates in memory of this 
or that pup. All this on an idyllic, 
breeze-fanned island in the Seine, from 
where you can see the heat waves 
of a summer afternoon shimmering 
on the endless rows of concrete, air- 
less slum tenements of Asnieres and 
Clichy, suburbs of Paris where in- 
fant mortality hovers between 65 and 
75 per cent ever since vital statistics 
came to be compiled. 

I always knew this dog cemetery 
existed. But I had never gone there. 
I don’t like cemeteries. Morbid Dos- 
sig went to cemeteries to over- 
hear the conversations of the dead. 
and subsequently write them down in 
lugubrious dialogue. My ears are not 
$0 sensitively attuned as the great 
Russian’s. I hear nothing in such 
places but the silence of the tombs. 
And then, there is another reason 
I had never gone there. In order to 
get to this canine necropolis you 
must traverse either Asnieres or 
Clichy. They are two Parisian sub- 
urbs where tourists never go. If ever 
you do go there you'll wonder with 
me why Paris is called “gay.” Asnieres 
and Clichy have the highest percent- 
age of any town in the world for 
tuberculosis. That frightful disease 
meets you in the streets at every step, 
stops you to ask for a penny or stares 
at you with deep burning eyes from 
behind a lone flower pot in some open 
window.

The heirs of those 
two Poles are among the richest peo- 
ple in Paris today.

Conditions Imposed in 
Drouth Relief Awards 
Take Away From Recip- 
ient Inalienable Right to 
Self Determination. 


BY DAVID LAWRENCE 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 21.—Drouth 
relief, yes, but at a price. 

Farmers are beginning to wake up 
to the fact that what was hailed as 
a humanitarian act is really a means 
of compulsion. For, unless a farmer 
agrees to accept government control 
of all his future production, he ecan- 
not get the relief money being dis- 
tributed in the drouth area. 

The following provision, taken from 
the contract offered by the AAA. re- 
quires the farmer to agree: 

“To co-operate with further general 
programs pertaining to the adjustment 
or reduction of production or for the 
support and balance of the market 
for cattle or daily products which may 
be offered by the secretary of agri- 
culture, pursuant to the agricultural 
adjustment act as amended. 

“To execute the agreements neces- 
sary to participate in such programs 
and necessary to share in the pay- 
ments that may be paid by the secre- 
tary for the performance thereof.” 

Not Exactly Compulsion. 
_ This means that farmers must agree 
in advance to submit to any control 
program the department of agricul- 
ture may put before them. They are 
signing a blank check, precisely as 
did the signers of Blue Facle agree- 
ments, which provided that the regu- 
lations could at any time thereafter 
be changed by the government. 
__ It is true the farmer need not sigh 
if he does not want to, but the alter- 
native ry be starvation. Farmer 
Opimion is beginning to be crystallized 
in opposition to the new move. In an 
editorial just published, “Hoards 
Dairyman” calls the episode a na- 
tional tragedy and says: 

“Until we saw the contract itself 
we refused to believe any American 
government would or could exact such 
a deplorable and inexcusable require- 
ment in return for aid extended to 
those in dire distress. It is as though 
& man saw another drowning and 
demanded that, to saved, the 
drowning man must first agree to 
turn over to him full control of all 
his property and future acts. Even 
those who consider production control 
desirable can scarcely approve a 
method such as this. 

“We believe in the integrity and 
good sense of the dairy farmer. We 
believe he should be free to choose 
and free to act, or we must abandon 
our heritage of democracy. He has 
the right and privilege to disagree or 
agree with a governmental proposal 
without compulsion from any source. 
Denial of this right by the provisions 
of this drouth relief contract is evi- 
dence of the extent to which bn- 
reaucratie officials would go to gain 
their ends.” 

No Time to Think. 

There is, of course, the possibility 
that the courts would not sustain 
the validity of this type of contract 
om the ground that it was signed 
under compulsion or duress. Congress, 
too, might see fit some day to pass a 
joint resolution exempting the farmer 
from penalties incurred as a conse- 
quence of such a contract. But the 
farmer or dairy producer or the cattle 
raiser who is up against it cannot 
think of those things now. He has to 
sign away his rights and take a chance 
on recovering them later or else he

himself and his family. His cattle, 
which need feed, would be left to 
starve instead of being taken off his 
hands, as is the case with the cattle 
of his neighbors.

The right-hander, a brilliant star 
on the coast for several seasons and 
later with the Chicago Cubs, has 
never fully recovered from a mastoid 
operation back in the spring and is 
some 20 pounds underweight.

SWAFEAIRSOFCELLINI 


So many slanderous tales were eir- 
culated about Benvenuto Cellini, that 
inimitable goldsmith and -sculptor of 
the sixteenth century, merely because 
the poor chap appeared to understand 
women too well. A reading of his own 
life leaves one with the impression 
that he was forever becoming involved 
in all sorts of embarrassing and dan- 
gerous complications and gossip. Not 
only did the great artist leave behind 
him many examples of his rare genius, 
but also a highly diverting autobio- 
graphy which naively chronicles his 
amours and brawls, ranging from the 
blue lagoons of Venice to the trim 
lawns of Fontainebleau. To this day 
the man’s art and posterity live as 
glowing tributes to his genius, in- 
dustry and last, but not least, his 
infectious form of gallantry. 

With so many amusing stories go- 
ing the rounds about him, it is almost 
impossible to sort the false from the 
true. To which category this little 
episode belongs, the present writer 
has no way of ascertaining. Frag- 
ments of it appear here and there in 
his own book and in others, but the 
entire story has never before appear- 
ei in print. It was gleaned from the 
claquing tongone of a Neapolitan 
guide, The way that man talked was 
nobody's business. His stories were 
even more shocking than those lock- 
ed-up frescos in Pompeii, which is 
saying a great deal. 

It seems there was once a certain 
Duchess of Florence who lost no end 
of sleep through listening to bedtime 
stories. Now this sort of pastime was 
right up Benvenuto's alley. If there 
was anything he enjoyed more than 
slipping a rare old Florentine dagger 
Anto some rare old Florentine roue 
fit was the recounting of risque stories 
to the tenderly hard-boiled ears of 
lovely Florentine ladies.

CHICAGO, Aug. 21.—(#)—New 
strength in foreign grain markets to- 
day prompted another price rise here, 
»-wheat advancing 1-2 to 1 1-4 cents a 
bushel and corn showing a gain of 
about 1 1-2 cents. 

The buoyant undertone of the mar- 
ket remained firm throughout the ses- 
sion. Price upturns in European mar- 
kets and at Buenos Aires were lead- 
ing constructive factors, although 
buying was stimulated to some extent 
by continued strong position of cash 
grains and by a revival of inflation 
gossip at the pits. 

Wheat shot up early to an overnight 
gain of almost 2 cents but profit tak- 
ing sales induced reactions at times. 
At the top May deliveries reached 
$1.08 1-4, about 9 cents below the 
seasen’s high established early this 
mouth. 

At the close all wheat deliveries 
were fractionally below the day's best 
figures, September. new at $1.04 3-4 
to $1.04 7-8; December new at 
$1.05 7-8 to $1.06 and May at 
$1.07 3-4 to $1.07 7-8. 

Corn showed relatively more 
strength than did wheat. Bulls in 
corn derived much encouragement from 
sharp advances of that grain at for- 
eign centers and from reports of in- 
sect damage in some sections. 

Liverpool wheat advanced 1 to 1 3-8 
pence, reflecting light offerings of Ca- 
nadian wheat for prompt shipment and 
the removal of hedges by Argentina 
shippers. 

Oat prices were up 1-2 to 3-4 cent 
and rye and barley showed gains rang- 
ing from 1 3-8 to 1 7-8 cents. Provi- 
sions were moderately active and high- 
er as a result of strength in hogs. 
Both lard and bellies sold at new 
highs for the season.

Among the many plays designed to 
prevent one’s opponents from making 
full use of their entries a great ma- 
jority are the conventional entry- 
killing plays which remove high cards 
from an opponent’s hand before the 
right to lead is important to him. 
The timing of the play at contract 
bridge is such that very often an en- 
try is not valuable to one opponent 
early in the hand, whereas after sev- 
eral rounds he could use an entry to 
great advantage—either because a suit 
he holds has by this time become es- 
tablished, or because his partner is 
now able to ruff another suit, or for 
a variety of other reasons. 

Most players are familiar with the 
means by which high cards are remov- 
ed from the opponents’ hands before 
they become dangerous, but there are 
other cases in which it is impossible 
to strip the opponents of high cards, 
so that other means must be taken 
to cut their lines of communication. 

In the following beautiful hand the 
declarer is forced to anticipate by sev- 
eral moves a brilliant line of defense 
which is planned against him; he 
must foresee the fact that the suc- 
cess of this defense depends on the 
existence of an entry card in the hand 
of one adversary; and finally, by a 
counter move, he must cut off all 
chance of his opponents’ transferring 
the lead to the only hand which could 
make the play to defeat him. The 
rarity of declarers who are able to 
arise to such a situation is tndicated 
by the fact that when a hand like 
this was submitted recently to half 
a dozen of the best known experts 
not one of them was able to find the 
correct technique. In the Culbertson 
system of play the general principle 
underlying this hand has given birth 
to an entire group of similar entry- 
killing plays, of which the original, 
which is given below, is still one of 
the most interesting.

(P)—If Acting Governor Frank Mere 
riam is elected to succeed himself he 


will give “serious consideration” to an 
application for pardon filed by Thom- | 
as J. Mooney, convicted of the San 
Francisco Preparedness Day bombing, 

the executive said today. | 

Governor Merriam, who as lieuten- 
ant governor succeeded the late Gov- 
ernor James Ralph Jr., made his an- 
nouncement in acknowledging receipt 
of a Mooney’s 300-page brief setting 
forth the convict’s arguments for an 
unqualified pardon. 

“The same matter was placed be- 
fore four governors preceding me and 
after very lengthy investigations the | 
applications were denied,” Governor 
Merriam said. : 

“I feel that inasmuch as the late 
Governor Rolph denied the application 


made to him there is no immediate 


demand for further consideration of it | 
during the four-year term for which 
he was elected.” 

Governor Merriam is a candidate 
for the republican gubernatorial nom- 
ination in the Angust 28 election. 

“While this (the election) will not 
prevent me from giving the applica- | 
tion consideration when I find time 
and opportunity I do not feel that it 
ig necessary for me to give it such 
consideration and decision unless per- 
haps I shall be elected for the suc-
